Ainlay has one of the largest CTS departments in the city, offering 12 different CTS programs. These classes are designed to give 
students an opportunity to explore the world of work represented by each of these programs. The concepts that you learn in core 
subjects are incorporated into practical hands on projects in the CTS classes. This year, students fixed cars, designed T-shirts, 
baked cakes, drafted house plans, designed web pages, to name just a few of their many activities. Upon finishing a CTS course, 
students are able to look back and actually see what they have learned and how this knowledge has taken shape in their finished 


project. Whether or not you pursue a career in one of the CTS strands you will always be able to say that you had fun learning, 
made some pretty cool things and also earned credits at the same time. 
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International Baccalaureate 


The International Baccalaureate program at Harry Ainlay is one of the largest 
and most successful IB programs in Canada with over 550 pre-IB and IB stu- 
dents. International Baccalaureate is a program that challenges highly moti- 
vated students to develop critical thinking skills that will help prepare them for 
academic studies at University. Students who complete IB courses can earn 
advanced University credit and placement for the work that they have done at 
high school. Students value the dynamic classroom environment, individual 
instruction, challenging curriculum, dedicated teachers, and most of all, the 
opportunity to develop time-management, self-confidence, and leadership skills. 
Some of our IB students choose to earn the full IB Diploma by completing six 
rigorous courses, in addition to a 4000 word extended essay, completion of a 
Theory of Knowledge course, and at least 150 CAS (Community, Action, Serv- 
ice) hours in grade 11 and 12. This helps to create students that are well rounded 
and who can engage themselves in the world beyond the textbook. IB students 
are service-minded students that often take up important causes like our school’s 
anti-landmines initiative, which raised money to help clear landmines and help 
the victims of landmines. High academic achievement, along with service to 
the community, has helped many of our IB students to earn scholarships for 
post-secondary study. To date 623 Harry Ainlay students have graduated with 
the full IB diploma since our first IB class graduated in 1984, and 52 more 
students are attempting to join their ranks this year. In addition, this year over 
100 partial IB students will write IB certificates in at least one of our courses 
which include: English, History, Japanese, German, French, Math, Biology, 
Chemistry, Physics, Art, Theatre Arts, and Music.

Good Evening ladies and gentlemen, hon- 
oured guests, families and members of the 
senior class. You are part of an ending — the 
end of a crucial period in your lives. You 
have sat in classrooms almost every day 
for the past three years; you have seem- 
ingly given your undivided attention to 
your teachers; but what have you actually 
learned? As Woodrow Wilson, 28'" Presi- 
dent of the United States once said, “An 
education does not give you the answers, 
it tells you how to find the answers.” What 
answers have you as individuals found dur- 
ing these past few years? 

Education and the learning process do 
not share the same meaning. Unfortu- 
nately, many students play the game, get the 
appropriate grades and number of credits 
and are gone. Graduated, but not forgotten 
as all of you have formed impressions upon 
us. For some, there is very little real mean- 
ing to the education they have experienced 
in high school. Our grading system is not 
perfect, just as our school system, nor any 
for that matter, is not perfect. Often the 
actual grade received by the student is not 
the true picture of the performance of that 
particular student or of the knowledge he 
or she has acquired. Nor does it take into 
account personality, individuality or the 
life that each of you breathes into our 
school. There are many, many reasons for 
this fact, too many to go into at this par- 
ticular time - - some reasons we can solve 
and some that we cannot. 

However, the point is that the student is 
actually cheating himself, as well as society 
as a whole in the long term. We have an 
“education”: that slip of paper; but, we 
have not learned. We will be able to live 
but unable to function fully in the outside 
world. Giving of yourself only halfway or 
not at all surely cannot go on nor be a goal 
any of you have strived for. 

You are creative, you are concerned, you 
are dedicated, but have you given com- 
pletely in your creativity, your concern and 


your dedication? Perhaps you are capable 
of reciting facts and figures, but are you 
capable of understanding the relation 
between those facts and the world and are 
you capable of expressing those ideas and 
understandings? 

Self-discovery is a beautiful thing. 
Unfortunately, it has little place in our 
stereotyped education, where everything 
is done. Fortunately, many educators are 
becoming enlightened enough and are 
attempting to correct some of these mis- 
conceptions. We need the opportunity to 
ask questions; to make statements without 
being laughed at; and to openly contribute 
in the classroom. If you have not been 
given that opportunity, I am truly sorry. 
However, the opportunity remains to be- 
gin anew. False planning and narrow goals 
can be discarded, and clarity and sincerity 
can replace them. You have many years 
ahead of you to complete your learning 
process, so why not begin now? 

It is of little importance what field you 
have chosen to enter — many of you, I 
am sure, have not committed yourself 
to one choice, as of yet. Such a deci- 
sion is too crucial to make hastily and 
there are so many options available to 
you. Many professions lack good people 
— teaching, medicine, the arts and social 
sciences. Each of these fields is available 
to you regardless of gender, race or eco- 
nomic background. So much needs to 
be accomplished in our world of today 
and there are too few willing and well 
qualified enough to do it. There are also 
many spots in vocational training open 
to you. Talented young men and women 
are urgently needed in the technical and 
vocational fields. And, some of you have 
much to offer with your interest and abili- 
ties in these areas. 

Learning and absorbing knowledge 
are important to you, regardless of your 
short-range goals. Continued growth as 
individuals is not only necessary, but also 


essential. It is also necessary to seriously 
contemplate the path by which you will 
continue to grow and achieve in our world. 
Our world today is a complex place. Gen- 
erations of the past have often possessed 
the credentials necessary for a position, but 
have lacked the knowledge or integrity re- 
quired to make progress. They were unable 
to solve the many problems of our society 
because they had been “simply educated”, 
rather than truly learned and made aware. 
Many times, dishonesty and corruption 
come about because officials lack true 
wisdom in decision-making. Confusion 
and strife result from the failed abilities 
of our leaders, at all levels, to make wise 
decisions. We see this on the local, national 
and world stage on a daily basis. 

You, as graduates, should prepare your- 
selves to become future parents, teachers, 
and leaders of our world. It will soon be 
your legal and more importantly, moral 
responsibility, and you must be ready when 
that time comes. There will be no more 
opportunity to pass the blame on to your 
parents, friends or others.

We've 
probably all had our share of 
great touching moments with 
them, and then...some less than 
great moments, but they have 
been the ones watching us grow 
over many, many years, and 
loved us all the while. 

No school is school without 
the people around us. Any 
community is made up of the 
interactions of the people in 
it- the community of Harry 
Ainlay gave each of us the op- 
portunity to meet multi-faceted 
and matchless people, people 
like us, people completely dif- 
ferent from us. Our experiences 
have all included each other, 
some of who we have touched and some 
of who have touched us; whether it’s 
with acquaintances or friends, the amaz- 
ing conversations and discussions we've 
shared will stay with us, and (thank you, 
Eleanor Roosevelt) “will leave footprints 
in our hearts.” They've taught us to be 
compromising, compassionate, forgiv- 
ing, and thoughtful. Some of our peers 
became those precious few close friends, 
who helped us through our rainy days, 
others became a friendly face or a source 
of inspiring talks- no matter what, we owe 
so much to each other.

Tidy your 
room, go to law school, try your hand at 
cooking, find a part-time job, volunteer 
at a soup kitchen. The word “dream” is 
vague; we must give it definition. Start 
your own legacy. 

So we do not reach the end, we reach the 
beginning of the rest of our lives...always 
as Titans.
